Tlie  Ih-e 
was  kept  u|)  for  four  hours,  and  between  6  and  7 
o'clock  p,ni.  Geii.  Tavares  witiidre*v  bis  fnrces  to 
prevent  their  committing  any  excesses  during  llie 
niybt.  Early  next  morning  the  garrison  surren- 
dered uiiconditiouatly.  The  regiment  of  regular 
cavalry  lost  during  the  engagement  zo  men  killed 
nnd  40  wounded,  while  the  Io,ss  among  tlie 
irregular  iroops  of  the  Castilhislas  is  said  to  have 
been  heavy.  That  nf  Tavares'  Iroops  is  reported  to 
have  been  light.  The  total  luss  on  bolh  sides  is 
estimaiedat  15S  killed  and  wounded.  One  lliou- 
sand  stand  of  arms,  700  horses  nnd  a  considerable 
quantity  of  munitions  nf  w.»r  fell  into  the  hands  nf 
the  victors.  The  officers  of  the  garrison  were 
paroled,  binding  themselves  not  to  lake  no  arms 
during  the  w.tr,  aiui  the  men  j-iined  Gen.  Tavares. 
The  rifles  captured  by  Tavares  are  said  to  be  of 
the  Winchester  palern. 

It  is  reported  that  the  Castilhista  forces  under 
Menna  liarrcto  nnd  Arthur  Oscar  have  received 
orders  to  fall  b.ick  to  liage.  A  federalist  force  that 
was  ill  the  Argentine  province  of  Corrientes,  oppo- 
site Uruguayana,  tinder  the  command  of  Tico 
Tede,  Eduardo  Lima  and  F<niloura,  has  crossed 
the  liver  and  is  on  lis  way  to  join  Tavares,  having 
received  instructions  to  avoid  an  engagement  with 
the  garrison  at  Uruguayana.  The  telegraph  wires 
have  been  cut  by  friends  of  Tavares  (with  whom 
tiie  great  majority  of  the  people  of  Rio  Grande 
appear  to  sympathize)  not  only  between  S.  Lour- 
engo  and  Camaqiian,  but  also  between  Porto  Alegre 
and  Morreles.  No  lelegrams  from  Porto  Alegre 
liave  recently  been  received  hete.  Cnfapava,  it  is 
said,  has  fallen  into  the  hands  of  the  federalists. 
If  this  is  true,  the  place  was  captured  by  a  local 
band,  and  indeed  it  is  probable  that  after  llie  vie 
tory  nt  0.  Pedritn,  ihere  will  be  a  general  rising 
against  the  Caslilliista  government  all  over  the 
slate.

railw.ay  was  due  to  his  having  expressed  an  oninion 
anninst  some  measure  proposed  by  Minister  Limpo 
de  Abreu  during  a  recent  visit  to  the  offices  of 
that  line.  The  minister  evidently  wants  no  inde- 
pendent opinions  in  liis  department. 

— The  governor  of  Espirito  Santo  has  granted  a 
privilege,  for  50  years,  for  a  railway  of  60  centi- 
metres gauge,  to  start  from  some  convenient  )ioint 
on  the  Caranijola  line  and  run  to  Cachoeiro  de 
Ilapemirini.  We  know  nothing  of  the  prospects  of 
the  road,  but  it  is  certainly  a  mistake  to  adopt  the 
gauge  ]MOposed.  The  new  line  should  have  the 
Caraugola  gauge,  so  that  the  cars  of  either  line  can 
be  transferred  to  the  other. 

—It  is  far  from  impossible  that  the  abrupt  dis- 
missal of  Sr.  Rademaker,  the  acting  director  of  the 
Central  railway,  and  of  Sr,  Andrade  Pinto,  the 
acting  chief  of  traffic,  will  lead  to  a  cabinet  ques. 
tion.  The  charges  against  the  engineer  appointed 
to  succeed  Sr.  Andrade  Pinto  are  not  to  be  passed 
over,  and  the  card  this  gentleman  published  is  an 
indictment  of  Sr.  Limpo  de  Abreti,  the  minister  of 
the  department  in  charge  of  the  railway  service.

—We  do  not  wish  to  interfere  with  the  income 
of  any  of  our  IocaI  contemporaries,  but  would  it 
not  be  better  lo  suppress  all  such  puldic  discussions 
as  that  relating  10  Dr.  Abel  Parenie's  pretended 
discovery.  They  certainly  can  not  serve  any  moral 
or  educational  purpose,  while  in  many  cases, 
especially  in  ihe  iiaiids  of  seiisalional  journalists, 
they  are  simply  disgusting  and  offensive. 

—It  is  worthy  of  note  that  many  articles  of  food 
imported  Irom  loreign  ports  are  much  cheaper  than 
Ihe  domeslic  jn-uduct.  For  instance,  American 
pre.served  sliiimps,  m  tins,  are  much  cheaper  tlian 
those  caught  in  itie  bay,  at  our  very  door.  French 
"string  beans,"  in  tins,  cost  less  than  half  the 
price  of  the  domestic  product  in  the  maiket,  And 
so  on  through  a  long  list.  The  question  arises  in 
this  respect- what  does  Brazil  inlend  to  do? 
Suspend  productiou  and  live  on  the  foreigner,  or— 
go  to  work  i* 

—It  is  stated  by  a  gentleman  who  is  well  Informed 
on  the  subject  that  the  agents  and  representatives 
of  various  companies  and  syndicates  for  the  impor- 
tation _  of  Chinese  laborers,  have  succeeded  in 
collecting  hundreds  of  contos  from  planters  in 
advance  payments  on  orders  given.  One  agent 
alone  is  said  to  have  obtained  .about  120,000$,  and 
has  retired  to  Buenos  Aires  to  enjoy  it.  The  whole 
scheme  is  full  oi  swindles,  as  time  will  prove,  but 
it  is  difficult  to  work  up  much  sympathy  for  the 
victims.  _  It  might  be  well,  however,  for  the  jial- 
riotic  national  press  to  sound  a  note  of  warning.

On  Sunday  last,  a  little  after  10  o'clock  p.  m., 
Ilie  r.yceu  de  Aries  e  Officios,  situated  on  Rua 
Ouarda  vellm,  op|iosile  die  opera-house,  was  (lis- 
covered  lo  be  on  fire.  Shortly  afterwards  Ihe 
firemen  arrived,  bnt,  for  want  ol  water,  were  nn- 
able  lo  make  efficienl  use  of  tlieir  engines.  Tl  was 
consequently  impossible  lo  save  the  buddin ',  which 
was  loially  destroyed.  Al!  of  the  persons  residing 
111  Ihe  building  were  saved,  including  ihe  director 
Commendador  Belhcnci:mri  da  Silva.  and  his  family' 
The  greater  part  of  the  (urnilure  on  the  ground 
floor  and  some  of  that  on  the  first  door  was  also 
saved  ;  but  ihe  greater  part  of  [he  conien  u  ol  the 
building,  including  a  valuable  library  of  4000 
volumes,  was  destroyed.  The  news  of  [he  burnin.r 
ol  the  Lyceu  caused  great  excilemeiit  and  many 
l)ersons  assembled  in  Ihe  vicinity  lo  witness  the 
conflagration,  completely  blocking  ihc  neighbor- 
ing  slreels.  Ttie  light  of  the  flames  eiiienled  to  a 
gi-eal  distance,  and  the  Iieat  was  so  iiUense  as  lobe 
fell  on  Largo  da  Carioca  two  blocks  riislanl.  No 
lives  were  lost,  but  several  persons  were  wounded. 
The  building  belongs  to  the  government  and  was 
nninsured.  Some  nf  the  furniture  was  insured,  but 
lor  a  sum  much  below  its  value.
